The disgraceful 
extravagances and-glaring frauds of the pen- 
sion business in the past have awakened a 
strong seitiment on this subject in the 
north, which will support the pres- 
ident in his courageous stand. 

| EJECTION OF MATTHEWS, 

The st unanimous report of the senate 
committee against the confirmation of the 

O@Matthews, of Albany, as successor to 

‘Fred Douglas here, in the office of commis- 
sioner of deeds, will result in his rejection. 
The nomination has caused great complaint in 
the district, and the president has been impor- 
tuned time after time to withdraw it. The 
repmblicans of the senate committee voted 
against Matthews because of evidence sub- 
mitted to show that he has been an offensive 
democratic partisan.

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THE TVWO HOUSES OF CONGRESS. 


The Fitz John Porter Billin the Senate--Ve- 
toes from the President. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—On motion of Mr, 
Sewell, the senate took up the Fitz John Porter 
bill. 

Mr. Logan addressed the senate on the bill. 

Mr. Logan opened with an objection to the 
bill on a constitutional point. The bill, he 
gaid, provided for an increase in the number 
of persons on the retired list of the army, 
proviced the president appointed a certain 
person toa place. If hedid not make that 
special appointment the vacancy was not to 
exist. Where did the senate get the power to 
name to the president a person whom he 
should appoint to an office? Where did the 
house of representatives get any power to 
name,to the president a person whom he 

-—%foula noénrinate to an office? 

The fact that Fitz John Porter and others, 
whose vames it was not now necessary 
to mention, conspired to make 1t impossible for 
a western officer to command until General 
Grant took hold of it. and at that time Porter 

- and some of his kind were not theninit. It 
‘was a part of the programme of Porter and 
his friends that no western man should com- 
mend that army. Mr. Jogan asserted 
that Porter was the cause of the first 
Bull Run defeat, by }cr:uading Patterson to 
retreat from Winchester with 30,000 men. In 
support of this he had the clerk read some 
extracts from his publisied work, “The 
Great Conspiracy.” He devied that he was 
‘endeavoring to persecute Poric:, when he was 
only defending Mr. Lincoln. — - 

“As God is my judge,” said he, “[ would 
stand over the dust of Lincoln and swear by 
all the God’s to }i's act as being an honest and 
just act.

Within the last few days Mr. Logan said a 
man who, above all others, ough: not have 
done so bad, dragged from the grave the hon- 
ored bones of the greatest secretary of war 
that this country had produced, and they had 
va» ~been bestirred and besmirched by the vilest 

slanders. So the men who protected this 
2* government were to be vilified, while if any- 
body stood up to defend the upholders of the 
Dnion, he is called a “persecutor.” Union 
men were now mén to be 
kicked, and enough republicans were 
found to vote with the democrats under the 
confederate flag against their own flag. Any 
man who wanted to fight under the confeder- 
ate flag in this chamber had aright to do it. 
Mr. Logan meant this course only in a politi- 
cal sense—in the sense of political fight, but 
he did mean it in that sense. 

While the republicans here were helping the 
democrats to pass bills like this, there were 
bills giving pitiful pensions of five to fifteen 
dollars a month to disabled soldiers of the re- 

blic that were being vetoed by the president. 
Eo, far fighting for the fliag; for 
standing up “in the _ time of war; 
for being ready to die that the union might 
live; the heavy hand of the chief executive of 
the republic fell upon these poor soldiers. Yet 
xepublican senators here were willing to vote 
to give $3,000 a year to a man who was a 
traitor to his commander, So,if men wanted 
to be paid liberally by the United States they 
had only to be treacherous when they should 
be true. “If you are true when you might be 
treacherous you are vetoed.” “That,” said 
Mr. Logan, “‘is a strange thing to take place in 
this country.” , 

Mr. Plumb, in opposing the bill, said he 
‘would venture to say that nota man in the 
senate who served the confederacy in arms 
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_ incol», Mr. Plumb conceded that there was 
g @ivision among northern people about 
the $$ wmatter but it was a division 
Fike that occurring in the 
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apatheosis of Jefferson Davis, 
at the same time that we 
got defamation of Edwin W. Stanton. Was 
there beneath all this a fellow-feeling fora 
northern man, who defeated the union army 
in battle? The reinstatement of Fitz John 
Porter was the beginning of an attempt to re- 
write the history of the union army to put 
that which was disloyal and unfaithfal above 
that which was loyal and faithful. This was 
our quarrel, if a quarrel it was; and the other 
side ought to refrain from voting on it. 

Mr. Butler interposed to say that he had 
sat during this discussion without opening 
his mouth, either for or against the bill, but 
he submitted that there was a point beyond 
which forbearance ceased to be a virtue. 
That point was about reached so far as he was 
concerned. It had been intimated by in- 
nuendo, almost by direction, that southern 
men were casting their votes to restore Fitz- 
John Porter to the army because he was dis- 
loyal to the union. “I net only protest 
against that, Mr. Fresident,” continued 
Mr. Butler, “but, sir, for one, I denounce 
it as absolutely and entirely and unqualifiedly 
untrue;’and, sirs, if it were in another forum I 
would denounce it as cowardly, because we 
are herein the exercise of our constitutional 
rights as senatorson this floor, casting our 
yotes as “our conscience dictates. That we 
should be aspersed in this wayis beyond my 
comprehension among men and gentlemen. I 
have not opened my mouth for Fitz John 
Porter. I know of no man from the south, or 
who wasinthe confederate army who has, 
We bave taken the ground thatitis not our 
quatre), but sir, are we supposed to sit 
bere like dumb brutes called 
upon to exercise our constitutionat 
duty to vote and because we vote as our 
consciences dictate, without regard to his loy- 
alty or disloyalty, foilowing the track of re- 
publicaus who brought this question here, we 
are to be aspersed and our integrity impugned. 
I repeat, sir, that if that aspersion were put 
upon me in another form I would denounce it 
as false and cowardly.’”’ He(Butler) had lis- 
tened for the last time, without at least a pro- 
test, to these constant aspersions upon men 
from the south who were simply doing their 
duty as they understand it. In conclusion, 
Butler said: 

I em the Jast man in the world, sir, I can 
inform the senator from Kansas, who would 
sustain a traitor to the union cause; 1 am the 
last man en this floor who would have respect 
fora man who I thought deserted his colors; 
but upon the evidence which-we have had, and 
which I have looked at, I think, judicially, I 
do not believe Fitz John Porter was a traitor. 
I do not believe he deserted his colors, and be- 
lieving that, I shal] vote for this bill. 

Mr. Plumb—I knew all that before the 
senator got up. 

Mr. Butler--Then, I hope the senator will 
stop his insinuations. 

Mr. Plumb—As the senator has not re- 
strained himself from a somewhat lively 
speech here, I hope he will not feel under any 
restraint elsewhere. 

Mr. Butler—lI can say this to this to the sen- 
ator: thatif he were to indulgein just such 
sentiments and expressions elsewhere, as he 
has here, he would be very likely to hear from 


me. 
. Mr. Plumb—Oh, Mr. President, we heara 
great many things in thease days. There are 
signs and portents and all that sort of thing, 
It is just what the senator has said, that I was 
commenting upon, that while ulen 
who who served in the union 
army and the northern people were divided, 
to some extent, on this question aifecting the 
honor, good name, faithfulness and loyalty of 
one of their own soldiers, no confederate sol- 
dier had any doubt upon the subject: but vot- 
ed nem ccn, that he was not guilty. 

After some further remarks, Mr. Plumb said 
he had just been informed that the president 
had vetoed the bill giving a pension of $50 a 
menth to the widow of Major-General Hauter, 
who had been the presiding Officer of the court 
martial that had tried Fitz John Porter. That 
seemed a fitting accompaniment for the pas- 
sage of the Fitz John Porter bill. But the 
loyal people of the country would see to it that 
Mrs. Hunter should not suffer. 

Mr. Teller offered an amendment to place 
upon the retired list General Alfred Pleas- 
anton. Kejected—19 to 29. 

Mr. Plumb offered an amendment to place 
Mis. Hunteron the pension roll at 350 a 
month. Lost—19 to 29. 

Mr. Logan offered an amendment to place on 
the retired list every volunteer oflicer who re- 
ceived wounds producing total disability. Re- 
jected— 18 to 29, 

Mr. Blair offered an amendment providing 
that rejected pension claims may be taken to 
the United States courts with the privilege of 
jury tria). This amendment, he said, would 
relieve congress of many bills for private relief. 

Mr. Beck said the Fitz John Porter bill 
should either be passed or voted down on its 
merits, and without reference to any other 
proposition. 

After further debate, Mr. Blair withdrew 
his amendment. 

Mr. Logan offered an amendment providing 
places on the retired list for union officers who 
Jostan arm, a leg oran eye at the battle of 
Bul) Run. Rejected. 

The bill was then brought toa vote and 
passed; yeas 30, nays 17, as follows:

Among the pairs announced were the fol- 
lowing: Dolph with Hearst, Blair with Pike, 
Chace with Kenna, Edmunds with Harris, Mc- 
Millan with Saben, Miller with Hampton, 
Dawes with Payne, Platt with Camden, Piumb 
with Morgan, Morrill with Saulesburry. Van 
Wyck with Fair, Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, 
with Jones, of Florida. The senator first 
named in each pair would, it is believed, have 
voted against the bill and senator last named 
in its favor, 

The bill having already passed the house, 
and not having been amended by the senate, 
now goes to the president for his signature, 

The senate then adjourned till Monday.

EXECUTION OF GEORGE DAVIS FOR 
HIS CRIME, 


The Slayer of Archibaid Reaves on the Scaffold—The 
Story of a Cold Blooded Murder in Alabama, 
Near Columbus—Cepture, Trial and Con- 
viction of the Murder—Etc,, Etc. 


SeaE, Ala., June 25.—[Special.]—George 
Davis was banged here today for the murder 
of Archibald Reams. The murdered man’s 
real name was William McClellan, though he 
was familiarly known as Archie Reams. 
Both lived on the plantation of Mr. J. E 
Fitzgerald in this, Russell county. Davis was 
overseer of the place, and Reams worked un- 
der him. The story of the brutal murder, as 
told by Davis at the time, is as follows: 

Wednesday, February 17th last, about noon, 
Davis sent Reams down to theriver to look up 
some cows. Immediately after giving Reams 
the order Davis picked up his shotgun and 
started for the river by a different route. In 
a few minutes Davis overtook Reams near the 
bank of theeriver and shot him in the back of 
the neck. Davis says that after shooting 
Reams the first timehe fell upon his knees 
and begged him not to kill him,and they talk- 
ed for several minutes, when he told Reams 
thatgne ofthem must die, and shot him 
egain. Seeing that Reams was still alive, 
Davis drew his knife and stabbed him in the 
throat twice. Hethen knocked him in the 
bead with the butt of hisgun, breaking his 


ekull. 

After committing this deed, Davis return- 
ed to where the negroes were at work and told 
them he had a secret to tell them which they 
must not reveal to anybody. He then related 
the story of the crime as givenabove. When 
asked by the negroes why he killed Reams, 
he replied, “That is my and Ream’s business.” 

Davis then went on to the house of Mrs. Mc- 
Clellap, the mother of his victim, where he 
boarded, and ate dinner. He told her that 
Arch was sick and would not come to the house, 
and if she would fix his dinner,he would carry 
it to him. Mrs. McClellan prepared the dinner 
in a bucket and Davis carried it down to the 
field where the negroes were 
at work. About ] o’clock Mr. 
Fitzgerald walked down from his residence 
to the field, and as soon as the negroes had an 
opportunity they told him what Davis had 
said. He approached Davis and asked him 
where was Reams. Davis replied that he had 
goneoft. Mr. Fitzgerald told Davis it was no 
use to deny what had occurred,as he knew all] 
about it. Davis then confessed that he had 
killed Reams and _ took Mr. Fitz- 
gerald to where the bodylaid. The body lay 
theie stiffening in a pool of blood, with 
two loads of shot in the back of the head and 
neck and shoulders, two knife wounds in the 
throat and the skull brokenin by blows from 
the butt of a gun. The heavy blue shirt 
which Reams wore had been taken off and his 
ccat puton again, and it looked as though 
Davis bad used the shirt in trying to drag the 
body to the river. 

After showing Mr. Fitzgerald the evidence 
of bis awful crime, Davis asked him. to help 
him put the body in the river and conceal the 
murder. Mr. Fitzgera)d indignantly refused. 
He asked Davis why he killed Reams, and 
the brute made the samereply that he had 
given the negroes. 

Davis then returned tothe house of Mrs. 
McClellan, who was still in ignorance of the 
ewful fate of her son, and told herthat he 
tad killed one of the negroes and would have 
to leave. Heasked herto loan him Arch’s 
valise, She not ouly consented, but helped 
him to pack his clothes, and he left. 

Wednesday night, Judge Tucker, of Girard, 
was notified of the murder, and went down to 
the scene of the crime aud held an inquest 
overthe body. There was no testimony ex: 
cept the statement made by Davis to the ne- 
grces, and to Mr. Fitzgerald. To one of the 
negroes he said that he sent Reams down to 
the river for the purpose of killing him. The 
jury found that Reams came to his death at 
the hands of Davis, and that the crime was 
murder. 

The pursuers arrested Davis on Thursday 
night in bed at the house of Mr. Mike Murray. 
only three miles from the scene of the tragedy, 
where he had gone and asked permission to 
spend thenight. Bailiff Hammock and posse 
had been shadowing him, and when he retired 
they surrounded the house and captured 
him. When he saw that he was trapped he 


aid: 

“Well, it’s a good thing you caught me 
napping.” 

Davis was taken to Girard and had a pre- 
liminary trial before Justice Tucker. Dzuvis 
then made his statement under oath. Hesaid 
that he and Reams’s sister were quite inti- 
mate. They loved each other, but there had 
never been any improper rela- 
tions between them, although Reams 
believes to the contrary. teams 
bad frequently spoken to him about the 
attentions he was paying his sister, and they 
bad some sharp words aboutit. Last Satur- 
day night Reams toid him that the thing had 
to be stopped, or one of them would have to 
die. Hetold Reams that he loved Emma, 
and did not propose to give up _ his 
attentions to her just to satisfy him. 
On Wednesday about noon he sent Reams 
down on the river to look for some cows. 
After sending him the threats which 
Reams had made entered his mind, and he 
thought that would be a good time to kill him 
and stop all trouble and save hisown life. He 
accordingly took his gun and followed him. 
He met Reams down on the river and talked 
to him a few minutes about the cows. 
They separated and went in different 
directions, but he turned and followed 
him again. When he got within about twen- 
ty yards of Reams, and just asthe latter was 
about to look toward him, he shot. Reams 
fell, but jumped up and ran toward him with 
a knife in his hand. Reams asked, “ What do 
you mean?” and he replied: “You know what 
I mean,” and struck him across the head with 
the gun. He then pniled his knife and cut 
Reams’sthroat. Seeingj that there was still 
life in him, he took a _ pistol 
which he had in his coat pocket and shot him 
again. He pulled off Reams’s shirt and;start- 
ed to throw it in the river, but changed his 
mind and decided to throw nothing in until 
he could dispose of the body too. He said his 
idea for throwing the body in the river was 
to avoid all “trouble.” Heclosed his state- 
ment by saying that he killed Reams in self- 
defense, belicving that if he did not Reams 
would kill him, 

Although the execution today was intendei 
to be private, a large crowd was present, Davis 
made a talk, in which he admonished young 
men to take warning from his fate. He died 
in 51 minutes, and was cut down in 13 minutes.

THE LAKE SHORE STRIKE. 


The Men Obstruct the Track and Cause 2 
Wreck. 


CHICAGO, June 25.—At Root street crossing 


of the Lake Shore railroad, this morning, the | 


police on duty numbered thirty, which in- 
cluded every available officer on the town of 
There was no change in the sit- 
uation up to 9 o’clock, and no intimation of 
apy attempt to move trains had been received 
up to that hour. There was, however, a pre- 
vailing impression, in spite of the peaceful 
declaration of the strikers, that trouble would 
occur today. A car-load of switchmen reached 
Chicago about midnight from Toledo, and it 
was thought they would be put to work. 
imported switchmen 
were taken out to Forty-third street 
in charge of Superintendent Amsden, They 
remained in the car, and had not, up to 9-30 
o’clock, been expostulated with by the strik- 
«rs. The imported men number about 25, and 
include many of those brought to Chicago 
during the last strike. Shortly before 10 
o'clock the Cflicials, with the assistance of the 
police, succeeded in attaching an engine and 
caboose toa waiting freight train. Beyond 
the expostulations of the crowd, no trouble 
was experienced until after the caboose was 
attached to the train. The latter consisted of 
ten cars for South Bend. The crowd grew in 
proportion and more threatening. 
pelice and railroad employes were cursed 
threatened with violence. Inthe meanti 
smsall force was divided between the train 
in guarding the switches to prevent the latter 
being turned so as to make impossible the 
first movementof the train. Finally, respond- 
ing to the cries of several leaders, the crowd 
rusbed for the police and turned the switches 
in spite of the Jatter. The police had their 
clubs drawn and used them in a few instances, 
but tbe cfticers were either so thoroughly 
astonished or overawed by the crowd, they 
made no successful resistance. A portion of 
the crowd, at the same moment, surged toward 
the train, which had commenced to move out, 
but which, passing upon open switches, was 
thrown from the track. the engine and all the 
cars being derailed. ‘To complete the wreck, 
the coupling pins were withdrawn and thrown 
away. During the melee the police succeeded 
in making two arrests. Excitement in the 
viclnity is still very great.

The officers of the 
company desire the committee, and those whom 
they represent, to be advised that their declaration 
that they are on a strike is accepted by the compa- 
ny, as notice of their withdrawal from theservice, 
and any members who desire re-employment must 
make applicati@n before noon Firday.

' A call bas been issued and quietly circula- 
tcd for a meeting cfall the gencral managers 
ar.d general superintendents of railroads en- 
tering Chicago. The object is to discuss the 
merits of the strike and the course to be pur- 
sued by connecting roads regarding it. It is 
recognized that if the switchmen’s union is 
dispcsed to back up the Lake Shore men, com- 
plications must arise with other roads, as in 
that event members employed on other lines 
will refuse to switch overto the Lake Shore 
cars from the west consigned to that company, 
The managers say that they will insist that 
this work be done the same as if no trouble 
existed on the Lake Shore, and if the switch- 
men’s union orders out the men on this point, 
the issue will be fought ont if railroad traffic 
comes to a standstill. 

The railroad officials are not endeavoring to 
remove the wreck, and until that has been ac- 
complished, further eiforts to move any cars 
will be impossible. One of the men arrested 
is a member of the executive committee of the 
switchmen’s union. At1l1 o’clock, the crowd 
abcut theswitching beard was very large, and 
constantly growing, despite frequent rain 
showers. Thetemperofthe crowd still very 
ugly. A passenger train approached the scene 
soon after the attack on the freight train, and 
one of the rioters, picking up a coupling pin, 
flung it at a brakeman standing on the 
platform. It caused no damage, however. No 
other demonstration was made against the 
passenger train, operatives or passengers. 

A large crowd, surrounding the roundhouse 
will] not allow any engine to come out. Eight 
new switchmen have been toverely beaten and 
gone home. 

‘ome of the imported. switchmen were at- 
tacked by the strikers shortly after noon and 
several injured. Itis stated thata number 
bave refused to work, owing toa fear oi vio- 
lence. The crowd at Forty-third street, at 2 
o’clock, numbered about 2.000. <A conference 
of the general managers was held today. 
All the roads entering Chicago 
were represcnitcd. The conference was 
very brief. The managers assured President 
Newell that they would require their men to 
dotbeir full duty and to handlethe Lake 
Shore cars as well as those of other roads.

MANCHESTER GREETS THE GRAND 
OLD MAN. 


tpouring of the People to Hear Mr. Gladstone 

ak—John Bright Taken to Task—The As. 

sembling of Parliament—The Queen's 
Interesting Speech-—Other News. 


MANCHESTER, June 25.—Mr. Gladstone 
addressed the electors of Manchester this af- 
ternoon, in Free Trade hall. He spoke for 
one hour ard twenty minutes. Fora while 
during his speech his voice was 
somewhat hoarse and difficult to man- 
age. This was because on the 
way from Hawarden to Manchester 
the premier . met with a continuous ovation, 
to which he responded by speeches in open air 
at some of the places where the train stopped. 
Mr. Gladstone was received at Manchester 
with indescribable enthusiasm, thousands; be- 
ing assembled atthe railway station to wel- 
come him, and the stree; being liter- 
ally packed with people. All the 
way from the depot to Free Trade hall, 
As the carriage bearing the premier made its 
way through this ‘ong, dense throng, the loud 
cheers sent up were made continuous and the 
scene was memorable in the extreme. Strong 
men made themselves hoarse in shouting “ wel- 
come.” Some that shouted were unable to 
attract any attention whatsoever. When the 
carriege reached the hallthe building was 
surrounded on all sides by an enormous as- 
sembly which started a lusty fresh cheer at 
the sight of the premier. It was 
soon evident that about the only 
pereons outside Free Trade hall 
who could possibly get in at this hour was the 
orator of the day. The apparent miracle of 
making way for him seemed to incommode no 
one, and he passed in without a wedge. The 
building was jammed. The people were 
co clorely packed that at every surge it looked 
as though they must burst the walls. It is 
known that seven thousand were seated. 

When Mr. Gladstone appeared on the stage, 
thescene beggared description. The whole 
bouse rose in one outburst of enthusiasm. The 
cheering lasted exactly three minutes. The 
audience then quit without having quite vent- 
ed their feelings so they sang ‘Aulld Lang 
Syne,” 3 

At its conclusion Mr. Gladstone arose and 
stepped forward That provoked a renewal of 
enthusiasm, which then burst up anew in a 
fresh round of cheers that rose and fell with 
thrilling effect for a couple of minutes more, 
When the audience got their throats all sore 
with this loud and violent form of welcoming 
the grand old man, they vented a good deal of 
enthusiasm they bad left by singing in 
chorus: “Oh, he’s a jolly good fellow!” 

Then Mr. Gladstone moved his hand and 
silence came. The premier at last began his 
enpeech. He began by saying that he lamented 
that the Irish question had been so much as- 
sociated with donbt in the present controver- 
sy. He admitted the difficulty ofall fully 
embracing quickly the many aspects of such a 
large question. Lut, on the other hand, there 
had been much unnecessary and pretended 
dificulty imported into the controversy 
as well as much honest difficulty attending it. 
The government had suffered some heavy 
Josses, Of al] these losses none gave him a 
cuter pain than loss of John Bright. Although 
brght’s couscience had lied him to plage 
himself in opposition to the sentiment, 
of the naticn on this question, he had shown 
no eagerness to be firstin the ranks of dis- 
scutisis. [Cheers.] Of course the govern- 
mucnt’sopponents would not now let Bright 
acne. He was too valuable a man. 
I{ence the people had seen Bright giving 
Mr. Caine a testimonial of character, and Caine 
had already deplorably misrepresented this 
t:stimonial, just as he had the liberal party, 
which elected him but recently to house of 
ccmmons, This testimonial made it 
appear that Mr. Gladstone had once con- 
demned the principle of home rule. Mr, 
Bright knew that Gladstone had never con- 
cemped the principles of home rule. How- 
ever, the audience would hear no criticism of 
Jobn Bright from Mr, Gladstone. 

Richard Chamberlain, member of parlia- 
ment, attempted to address the electors of 

Vest Islington last night, but was not allowed 
tospeek. He was met with cries of ‘‘traitor,”’ 
and the platform was stormed. Mr. Chamber- 
lain and his friends escaped through a back 
coor, 

The Irish protestant home rule league have 
issued an election manifesto in which it denies 
that Irish protestants are opposed to Mr. 
Gladstone or that they believe the adoption 
of his policy for the establishment of an Irish

THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 

LONDON, June 25.—Parliament was pro- 
rogued today. The following is the queen’s 
syeech: 

My Jords and gentlemen: I have determined to 
release you from your duties before the full ac- 
complishment of regular work ofthe session, in 
crder toascertain the sense of my people on the 
important proposal to establish a legisiative body 
in Jreland for the management of the Irish as dis- 
tinguished from imperial affairs. With this object 
it ismy intention toimmediately dissolve parlia- 
ment. Icontinue to happily maintainthe most 
friendly relation with foreign powers. I have 
the satisfaction to acquaint you with the 
fact that the warlike operations of Servia 
egainst Bulgaria have been brought to a close 
through the wise counsels of the powers and the 
forbarance of the sultan, and also after a period of 
anxiety ofthe adoption of the pacific counsels of 
Greece. The disarming of Greek forces, now in 
progress, has removed serious danger to the peace 
of the east of Europe. The state of affairsin Egypt 
hes improved. I have been enabled to materially 
reduce my forcein that country and to bring it 
within the southern limits of Egypt proper. I have 
concluded an arrangement with Spain which, if 
aac pted by the cortes. wili, I trust, inerease our 
commercial intercourse with Spain, and also en- 
courage the importation of colonial wines. I he 
felta lively pleasure in promoting the exhibition 
of products, manufactures and art of my colonia! 
acd Indian domains, which is now being held 
in the metropolis. I feel that this enterprise 
acd the cordial) interest the people exhibit therein 
at once prove the sympathy uniting several por- 
tions of the empire, and powerfully tend to con- 
firm and promote that sympathy. 

Gentiemen of the house of commons, | thank 
you for the ecb Sg you have provided to 
meet the exigencies of the public service unti! the 
new parliament shail have opportunity to com- 
plete the amount necessary for the full service of 
the year. : : 

My lords and gentlemen, I have with great satis- 
faction given my assent to the bill amending laws 
affecting the crofters, the bill affecting important 
reforms in the medical profession, and the bill 
amending the law regarding the custody and guar- 
dienthip ofchildren. I have given my consent to 
the bill making such changes in the law of inter- 
national copyright as are necessary to enable Great 
Britain to enter the international copyright union 
contemplated by the convention about to besigned 
at Berne. In this bill —— is taken for con- 
ferring upon the colonia and Indian 
authors the benefits of copyright which 
shall yalid and wniform in every 
part of my dominions. 

Firally, it is my earnest —— that the parlia- 
ment about to be elected may so guided as to 
promote the peace, happiness and contentment of 
my people and the strength and union of the em- 
pire.

The report of the national railroad commit- 
tee occupied much time in its reading. The 
most important features of this are the naes 
of railroads in the north and west that have 
granted concessions to the association. The 
Baltimore and Ohio have just conceded twe 
hundred and fifty pounds of baggage, and the 
Pennsylvania railroad has conceded three 
hundred pounds. ‘The chairman of the 
committee said he was in communication 
with southern tcads,and expected soon to be 
able to report concessions. The committees 
hope ultimately to have granted a five thou- 
sand mile book at reduced rates, good over 
avy read in the system issuing. The Rich- 
mond and Danville system, it is expected, will 
soon grant this concession to the association. 
Much dissatisfaction exists touching the mode 
of conductin the “Merchant Traveller,” the 
official organ of the association published at 
Chicago, the outcome of which was a report

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WIND AND HAIL. 


Great Destruction: Reported From Henry 
County. 

McDonovuGa, Ga., June 25.—[Special.] ~Yes- 
terday at two o’clock p. m. McDonough was 
visited by a rain, wind and hail storm, such as 
its inhabitants have never seen before, 

Trees were uprooted and fences blown down. 
On the south of the town it was the most vio- 
lent, blowing the colored Methodist church 
from its pillars and completely wrecking and 
scattering the colored Baptist church. Several 
negro houses were demolished, but no one 
damaged personally. At the East Tennessee 
depot the storm was fearful, blowing 
entirely away an unfinished store- 
house, laying flat Schaefer’s guano 
depot, and scattering lumber from the yards 
over the adjacent hills. 

For hours afterwards the wires could not be 
used here, owing to the instruments being 
flooded in the office. 

The storm lasted only about five minutes, 
but the rain was so hard that every house and 
everything was drenched inside and out. 

Damage to crops in some places was terri- 
ble, corn being blown down and some broken 
off; cotton torn to pieces by the hail and 
scattered far and near, 

The greatest damage to anyone was to 
Messrs. Alexander & Copeland. Their mill- 
house was unrooffed, the tin was torn and 
scattered some 200 yards; their engine room a 
total wreck and the three stories of their mill 
flooded,

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FAILS TO REALIZE HIS CRIME. 


The Story of a Murder on the Seacoast— 
Or 


DARIEN, Ga., June 25— [Special.] — Joe 
Cooper, the murderer of John Mason, seems to 
regard prison life with a great deal of equanim— 
ity. Your correspondent asked him if ho 
realized that-a terrible punishment probably 
awaited him, but he seems, in a way full of 
simplicity, to scout the idea of ever being 
brought to the gallows. It is suspected that 
some love affair is the real cause of the crime, 
but this Cooper stoutly denies. He admits 
threatening Mason to “knock his bead off’ 
when, on the day previous to the murder, he 
called him a s— of a b—. This threat evident- 
ly irritated Mason, as he persisted in hurling 
filthy epithets -at Cooper, who says 
he did all in his power to 
avoid a conflict. The next day, he says, 
Mason again sought him apparently for no 
other purpose than to renew the quarrel, and 
after bearing italong time he finally picked 
up a piece ef wood and struck Mason on the 
head, from the effects of which he died a short 
time after. 

Cooper says he had no idea that he had 
killed Mason and did not therefore run away 
to escape legal punishment. The other labor- 
ers on the turpentine farm, he aftirms, were 
partial to Mason, and to escape violent treat- 
ment at their hands he fled. Cooper is about 
24 years old, looking more like a genuine sim- 
pleton than a brutal murderer.

Pending action the committee rose, and the 
house, at tive o’clock, took a recess uutil eight 
o’clock, the evening session to be for the con- 
sideration of pension bills, 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

While the house was considering pension 

bills this evening, Mr. Gibson, of West Vir- 
ginia, criticised several of the reports sub- 
matted by the committee on invalid pensions, 
and stated he would raise a point a quoe 
rum upon certain measures. Thereupon, Mr. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, rose and attacked 
the president for his recent veto messages on 
pension bills. He was astounded at the vetoes. 
Inthe whole history of the republic they 
were without a parallel. The austere 
and rigorous Andrew Jackson, de- 
sircus of asserting his power and 
making his individuality conspicious, had 
never monopolized power as the present vresi- 
dent had done with reference to those pension}, 
bis, This man bad even had the temerity to 
sneer at the reports of a committee of this 
house. He had the temerity to put the seal of 
his sarcasm on the reports of the committee 
granting a pension to the widow of some man 
who had been slain in the service of his coun- 
try. This man, himself no soldier, himself 
walking in the path of peace, when all those 
other men imperiled their lives to save the 
union, came in and put his vet» on 
the unanimous vote of the 
house and senate of the 
United States, what constitutional 
ssperity had the president for going to this 
length? Who hadinvested this man with such 
power that be must assert himself and say to 
the people of the country, “I am larger than 
you, and I know more about what should be- 
come jaw than the three hundred aud twenty- 
five members of the house of representatives 
and the seventy-six members of the senate?” 
It was the fault of men endowed with brief 
authority to arrogate to themselves knowledge 
that they did not possess. He was no batter 
than any American citizen, and he, by God, 
was rottheegual of any man who perilled 
his life and went out to save the union. [Ap- 
pilause on the republican side.]} 

Mr. Matson, of Indiana, defended the presi- 
cent. who, he declared, was fair and just and 
prompted by his conscience. Two men might 
honestly differ upon a question and that was 
all there was in all thistalk. All the gentle- 
man has said in the way of abuse of the presi- 
dent was uncalled for. The president was an 
honest man and the people of the country 
knew it, [applause], though he (Matson) did 
not agree with the president on this question. 
The president was a courageous man, and he 
honored him for it. He was president of the 
United States, and was called upon, in the ex- 
ercise of his high oflice, to take the grave re- 
sponsibility of approving or vetoing bills, and 
when ke did it honestly, though he ( Matson) 
might differ from his views, he would not 
abuse him, and the gentleman from Pennsy!l- 
vania could make no more out of abusing bitn 
than he made out of abusing his own presi- 
dent, Arthur. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansas—We cannot honor 
the president for an ignorance of his preroga- 
tive. | 

Mr. Matson—He knows his prerogatives, 
and knowing them be has the courage to ex-- 
ercisethem. [{Applause.] 

Mr. Warner, of Ohio, defended the presi- 
dent’s course. declaring that dis aim was only 
to keep off the pension roll men who were not 
entitled to go there. The attampt of the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania and others to make 
capital out of the vetoes would fail, because 
the country believed that, though in some 
cases the president was mistaken, he was 
honestly endeayoring to keep off the roll 
men who were dishonestly endeavoring to 
get there. 

Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, thought that 
there was no need to answer the assault made 
upon the president. The president could 
stand the assault made upon him by the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania, or any other gen- 
tleman. The country was prepared to applaud 
the action ofthe execvtive when he pointed 
out mistakes which had been made by con- 
gress. 

The discussion continued at some length, 
the president’s action and the conduct of the 
pension bureau under Commissioner Black, 
coming in for criticism and defense, and then, 
without transactingany business, the house 
at 10:45 adjourned. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The River and Harbor Bill—The President 
Goes Fishing. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The senate com- 
mittee on commerce agreed this morning to 
report the river and harbor bill next Monday. 
A sub-committee was appointed to examine 
the measure with a view to the correction of 
any verbal errors, but theamounts named 
in the bill as heretofore published are to stand 
unchanged. Hennepin canal has been placed 
on the bill by the senate aud $300,000 is ap- 
propriated to begin the work. 

The president today “took a day off,” and 
went fishing dowu the river ona private yacht 
elopg with twoor three members of congress. 
Yesterday was probably the busiest day the 
president has had since his inauguration. It 
was devoted almost entirely to 
the consideration of pension § cases. 
During the day he acted upon 
118 private pension bills. After giving each 
case a thorough personal examination, 30 
were vetoed and SS approved. The president 
wrote all the vcto messages himself without 
assistance, by dictation or otherwise. They 
made about fifty pages of closely written fools- 
cap. Indeed, it is stated that the president 
bas personally written every message that has 
issued from the white house durng his admin- 
istration. Plenty of work will be ready for 
him on his return from his yatchting cruise. 
as 203 bills have just been received from con- 
gress for his action. Of these all but 62 are 
private pension bills. 

The senate committee on the District of 
Columbia has voted to report adversely upon 
the nomination of C. F. Mathews, (colored), 
of Albany, N. Y., tobe recorder of deeds for 
the District of Columbia. 

The senate committee on privileges and 
elections held a short meeting this morning 
and voted to report adversely to any investiga- 
tion of charges of bribery in connection with 
the election of Senator Payne. The majority 
of the committee think there is not sufficient 
evidence to show that money was used in the 
election, and are very confident that the result 
was notin any way affected by improper 
means. There will be a minority report in 
favor of investigation. It is said that only 
Senators Hoar and Frye will sign the minority 
report and that Senators Teller, Evarts, L»gan, 
Saulsbury, Vance, Pugh and Eustis wil! sign 
the majerity report.

The Railroads in Politics. 

The opinion of THE CONSTITUTION is that 
the railroad corporations of , Georgia have 
made a tremendous mistake»{n forcing the 
commission issue into polities. This opinion 
may not be worth much, but it is worth as 

--much as the opinion expressed by THE Con- 
STITUTION when the Central railroad, under 
the management of Mr. Wadley, was making 
ani effort to blot Americus, and other com- 
munities, from the railroad map. THE CoN- 
STITUTION predicted then that the railroads 
of the state, by their discriminations against 
communities and individuals, were creating 
a public sentiment that would finally result 
in defensive legislation. _. 

This prediction was fulfilled to the letter. 
The railroad law, as it stands today, and the 
commission established by it, are as truly 
the outcome of the policy pursued by the 
corporations as any water-tank on their lines, 
The railroads may ‘protest against the law, 
and fight the commission, but both the law 
and the commission may be traced to the 

~@iscriminations which the corporations 
thought necessary to impose on the public. 

THE CONSTITUTION told the yailroad man- 
agers that they were making a mistake in 
imposing these discriminations, We now 
tell them that they have made a more fatal 
mistake in bringing the commission issue 
into politics. They have clearly shown 
their band in the present campaign, and the 
people have been quick to see it. They 
have been quick to see it, and they will not 
be slow to rebuke it. Wherever there has 
been a snap judgment in the present cam- 

paign—wherever the small politicians and 
the courthouse cliques have had their way, 
therethe railroad influence is known to be 
paramount. The people take note of these 
things and remember them, aud whatever 
difficulties the railroads may hereafter have 
with the commission and its decisions, may 
be traced directly to the fact that they have 
carried the whole matter into politics, in- 
stead of allowing it to remain where it was.

Today’s Elections. 

Today’s primaries and meetings added to 
those already held. will give us more than 
one-half the delegates that will compose compen 
state convention. There have already 
130 delegates chosen, of which Gordon has 
70, Bacon 54 and Jones 6. Add to these the 
52 delegates to be elected today and we will 
have on record tonight 182 delegates of the 
350 that will make up the convention. 

It is absurd for the Bacon organ to say that 
the result as declared tomorrow is not in- 
dicative of the final result, General Gorden 
entered the race after 18 delegates had been 
actually chosen. His oppovent had been in 
the field for six years, and had a following 
that had been trained and compacted through 
three campaigns. His opponent had control 
of the party machinery in eight-tenths of the 
counties.

The students hissed and hooted, 
but the obnoxious orator displayed a brutal 
degree of self-possession, In defiance of the 
manly opposition of the juniors, she spoke 
righton. The young men made a gallant 
attempt to rebuke the interloper. They re- 
doubled their yells, and exploded firecrack- 
ersand torpedoes. One brave fellow rang a 
bell on a neighboring building for ten min- 
utes. 

Itis hard tobelieve, but this selfish and 
cold-blooded young woman had no consider- 
ation what-zver for the feelings of the juniors. 
Regardless of the protests of her victims, she 
continued her relentless persecutions. 
Through all the din she declaimed her ring- 
ing sentences. The crowd listened with in- 
tense interest, and finally the students 
lapsed into silence. With deliberate malice, 
Miss Longsdorf had composed the finest ora- 
tion ever heard in Carlisle, and her manner 
of delivery was simply perfect.

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Concerning Cholera. 

At this season of the year citizens every- 
where should be compelled to keep their 
premises clean. They should be advised by 
their health authorities to make free use of 
lime and copperas. A hot spell following 
our heavy rains will produce a great deal of 
sickness, and we cannotafford to neglect such 
simple preventive measures as are within our 
reach. 

We do not believe that the danger of a 
cholera visitation is any greater than it was 
last year, but we may have a touch of dis- 
eases resembling cholera. It it is estimated 
that about 75,000 persons in this country will 
die during the hot weather of the next three 
months. Cholera morbus and dysentery will 
appear in many localities, and in many cases 
thesymptoms will resemble those of Asiatic 
cholera, 

Now this prospect isbad enough, and it 
justifies preparation in advance of any serious 
indications of clisease. 

Concerning the cholera itself, it may be well 
tostate that its recent appearance in Trieste is 
regarded as threatening the rest of Europe. 
But it has reached no European port from 
which it is likely to be carried to this coun- 
try. Sono unusual cause for alarm exists. 
We are simply called upon to run a prudent 
summer schedule.

liquors sold. He proposes to limit the nu 

ber of licenses to so many per thousand pop- 
ulation, say one license for every thousand 
inbabitants. These licenses are co be put up 
at auction, and are to be sold +o the highest 
bidders, no bid of less than 9500 being re- 
cognized. It is to bea condition that any 
violation of the terms and ordinances gov- 
erning the business, will work an immediate 
forfeiture of the license. 


It is argued, in favor of this system, that 


it will close the low dives, thus dutting off 


the poorer class of custom. The few dealers 
who pay heavy sums for their licenses, will 
have an interest in enforcing the law and 
keeping down drunkenness, because they 
will be closed up when their customers be- 
come intemperate and disorderly. The Jer- 
sey pcople have taken quite a liking to this 
plan, and it will probably be put to a test.

The Wonderful Yield of Milk from a Plant in 
Mexico. 
Correspondence Milwaukee Sentinel. 

What the :“‘western reserve’’ is to Ohio, or 
the Orange county dairy region is to New York 
city, the plains of Apam and Oitmba are to Mexi- 
(o's Capital—with this difierence, that instead of 
cows. the Agave Americana (here known as ma- 
guey), is milked, and pulqne is the product. S»me 
idea ofthe magnitude of this singular industry 
may bederived from the fact that two specia 
pulque trains run daily intothe city of Mexico with 


the same regularity that the milk trains ec ome into 
our nie tropolitan cities, yielding the railroaa an 
average income of $1,090 per = m for fi elghtage. 
The government derives anequai revenue from 
the duty alone on pul jue brought fri >a t these ce le- 
brated “Llanos (piaius) de Apam’’—for it is esti- 
mated that more than 300 000 pints of it are con- 
sumed every day in the Capital city. M aguey— 
ee commonly know at the n orth as the “centu- 
’ plant—is »s much a feature of this cor lntry 
ia s are of the United States, AH over the lg 
it flourishes, cultivated with c are in many 
but springing upasa weed in waterles: 
and growing at its best on the 
Fides of the mountains. Every Mexi 
can hacienda raises more or less 
of it. The mighty plants serve to mark the bound- 
aries of lots and Jands, and two rows of them, with 
their gigantic leaves and bayonet-like thorns, 
forming an impenetrable fence. Not only are the 
hedge rows thus profitabiy utilized, but even ster- 
ile Jands which rattle snakes @isdain to inhabit 
will giow maguey, whose abundance of juice is 
the more asionishing since none can tell whence 
the mammoth vlant derives any moisture. Ihave 
irequentiy seen an enormous “century’’ tree grow- 
ing out of a bed of rock scarcely covered by a sem- 
bience of vegetable earth. flaunting its cimetar- 
sh nce Pi ayes, rich and green, from fifteen to 
twe nty-five feet bi igh. NeitherSheat nor cold,jor 
3 roth, r fiect it; but like the unfailing g fountain in 
the d lesert, it furnishes the poorest In iian w ith the 
beverage most pleasing to his taste, without mon- 
ey an 7 without price. The tradition that the cen- 
tury plant blooms but once in one hundred years 
is quite true, and any pumber of centuries might 
with equal propriety be added to the statement- 
for when its natural dev elopmerit has taken place, 
its destiny is fulfilled and it dies without loss of 
time. It is not ofeen, however. that one sees the 
supe 1b flower upon its colossal stem, forthe mo- 
ment that the experienced cultivator observes his 
plant preparing to bloom, he cuts a deep 
cay ity in! its heart and covers it over with the side 
leaves, after which all the juice which nature in- 
tenced for the stalk and its flowers runs into the 
basin thus formed. During tbe grow th of the 
maguey itthrows out shoots. whic ti are removed 
frcm the parent ste m in their nd year when 
abcut three feet high. A shoot ready ‘or planting, 
which costsa re al (twelve anda half cents), will 
readily sell for from #10 to $iS when ready to 
bloc. The average age of a plant when it first 
begins to show signs of blossoming. and is then 
capable of producing pulque, is fifteen years. 
Certain appearances, known only to the ini- 
tiatcd, indicete when the central stem or 
bampe, which sustains the flower, is abont to form 
in the heart of the plant. If the owner is not 
watcning tocut it out at the proper time, the 
bampe shcotsupward with the rapidity of Jack’s 
historic beanstalk, absorbing all the sap which 
would otherwise make pulque. The sprouting of 
the stalk generally takes place in November or 
December, but the magnificent clust ter of flowers 
does vot form on its top tili two montis later. The 
monster Jeaf that envelones the hampe gradually 
unfolds aslender stalk to the height of a telegraph 
pole (which it greatly resembles), and its crowning 
flowers are far beyond the rei + h of a manon 
horset ack. 

The juice of the maguey in itsunfermonted state 
is called gnuqa mir! or “honey water,’’ and is not 
unjike the fiesb] y drawn sap of the sugar maple. 
By the addition of alittle clad pulque, fermenta- 
tion takes place in twoorthree hours, and when 
supposed to be fit for drinking, it is thicx, white 
andyropy‘like buttermilk, which it somewhat re- 
sembles in taste. An average plant yields about 
eight quaits of juice per diem, fora period not less 
then three months, after which the plant dies and 
is at once replaced by anew one which tve provi- 
dent owner has bee ‘nh reisipg from the oe The 
roi maguey will yield at least 125 gallons of 
iquid before it dies. It is gathered fro m the basin 
cut into its heart by means of a along gourd, into 
Which a cow’ s horn—bored atthe reint—is insert- 
ed. Through this homapd into the gourd the 
juice is sncked, syphon-feshion, after which it is 
emptied into ‘‘pig-skin’’ buckets and carried to 
the: vats.

Ifin any event it was competent to com- 
plete the ciectoral college of Rhode Island by add- 
ing another elector thereto, it could only have 
been Gone under the law as announced by the said 
electoral commission, if said decision be law, and 
purruant to the laws of said -tate by act of the 
msjority of the members ofsaid college and not by 
the legislature of said state.

‘“Atlanta’s Way.” 


The Charleston News and Courier's base- 
ball reporter has discovered that Purcell used two 
balls during the first game played in that city, 
The reporter’s discovery comes late—two months 
after the alleged offense was committed.

Most people will recall an incident that occurred 
at Baseball psrk while the first series of Atlanta-

ance in the diamond of two balls at the same time. 
The matter was the subjectof a mild investiga- 
tion on the part of Manager Cushman, and 
was explained by Manager Purcell on the 
theory. that some boys had thrown the ball over 
the fence from the railroad yard. The extra ball 
was nota boy’s bal!, but the explanation wus 
taken for What it was worth, and the matter was 
7“ forgotten. 

A re porter forthe News and Courier, in conver- 
sation with a gentleman who was resent on the 
ground at the time, learned yesterday ‘‘the true 
inwardness of the mystefy of the double ball.’ 
The gentleman was siitingin his buggy near the 
left ield fence. Manager Purcell was playing in 
the left field and the Cnarleston team was atthe 
bat. During the inning some one of the Charles- 
ton team batted a ball to left field. It went over 
the tielder’s head. and after striking the fence 
reboupded and tben went into the ditch. 
The fielder started = for it, but after 
running only a short distance took a ball from his 
shirt pocket and threw iton tothe diamond. The 
remarkable rapidity with which the ball was field- 
ed was loudly appiauded at the time. The witness 
of this smart trick states that he told a culored 
man, who wasin a buggy near him, to get the ball 
in the ditch and give ittohim, and that the man 
started after it, but that the fielder stopped him, 
telling him to let it liethere. The aller subse’ 
quently went to the ditch, picked up the ball and 
tossed it in the diamond.
